MR, XBABK Q17IHH urged the development of Zavalla Community Center as
very important, as this is a denely populated section, and [this would do the
greatest good for the greatest number of people, She Mayor announced that the
property had been purchased recently* Councilman Long inquired about selling
the four lots that the center is now on, and making available those lots to the
people who would be displaced by this purchase, The Recreation Director ree-
coamended keeping these lots for a small childrene1 playground*
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Discussion on future 'bond sales was held* MRS. D1CKSOH suggested private
financing—a neighborhood project* Councilman Thompson Inquired if the pools
were to be operated as & social service to the citizens or on a basis of self-
liquidation; if the latter, then there would have to be fees fixed; if not, then
there would be the question of some pools have charges in parts of %ow»S and othexfjs
not having an/ charges* Councilman long was not for charging for swimming pools.
She City Manager stated that the larger pools or adult pools could have a nominal

Mr. Qainn asked again thatthe full $500*000 be earmarked for this Zavalla
Community Center? as if it were spent all over town, one couldn't see whero it

Councilman Thompson inquired if the swimming facilities were adequate at
Dorie Miller* Mrs* Dicks on stated this pool should be enlarged, and it was
hoped that the remaining $75 » 000 bond money could be spend on that swimming pool.

Councilman Thompson stated the Recreation Department was a big asset to
Austin. When industry plans to establish in a place, the industrialists are not
as interested in the tax and utilities as they ere what isgoing to happen
to the people who work in their plants, and their living facilities, schools,
churches and recreation, and complimented the Board for adding a "big asset to
the City in its program.

Councilman Pearson inquired if it were more important to enlarge the pool
or build another pool. The Becreation Director recommended enlarging the present
pool at Rosewood; and this was being developed into a marvelous park.
